The little 
Balek boy probably has as good eyes as the average 
boy, but there Is some kink in his brain that prevents 
It from straightening out his visual perceptions. 
Spectacles can remedy most visual defects, but they 
would be of no value in the unusual case of Frankle 
Balck. Glasses can correct virtually all cases Involv­ 
ing errors in refraction In other words, they can 
aid nature in getting a properly focused, clear image 
upon the retina. But from that point on, what a per­ 
son seeS Is entirely mental.
